Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicants talked extensively about the structure of the Akiyama et 
al. reference and the fact that extra layers in Figures 15-17 were required to produce the radial direction, and such 
structure was not recited in the Shukh et al. reference. The Examiner indicated that Figure 1 1 of Akiyama et al. 
appeared to indicate that the radial anisotorpy could be obtained without the extra layers, and furthermore, applicant's 
claims were still open to the existance of extra layers being present to induce the radial anisotropy. 

The Examiner noted that Akiyama et al. and Shukh et al. differed substantially on their choice of materials plus 
thickness of the Orientation control layer and suggested amending the claims to better define the choice of materials 
and/or thickness ranges of the orientation control layer to overcome either or both of the above references. The 
Examiner noted that further search and/or consideration would be required before any indication of patentability.. 
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
